I' S p.m. tonight in the Union Ball- 
room. C.C.F. clubbers will form 

h the government, and will be assist- 
ed by their National leader, M. J, 
'Coldwell, who' will act as a mem- 
ber of that government. 

The Bill to be debated proposes 
reimposition of price controls, 
moves to prevent further rises in 
' rents, consultation with trade union 
leaders on wages, and monetary 
controls. All these measures are 
aimed at combatting inflation. 

Amendments, as proposed by Lib- 
eral official opposition are designed 
to avoid straight controls. They in- 
clude deletion of clauses A and B. 
and substitution for other clauses 
to include consultation with busi- 
ness and union leaders, monetary 

f action to reduce credit, and bal- 
anced taxes. 

Text of the CCS, Bill Is as fol- 
lows: 

"Whereas rearmament and de- 
fence expenditure, and huge Can- 
adian purchases by other western 
nations have created a situation 
where too few consumer goods are 
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available, and this situation has led 
to soaring prices in most consumer 
goods; 

"And whereas unscrupulous busi- 
ness Interests have taken advan- 
tage of this situation to raise prices 
sharply and to hold back goods In 
^anticipation of a further rise, evid- 
encing a widespread motive of 
I profiteering: 

"And Whereas the rising cost of 
living must be halted If the Cana- 
dian people are not to suffer even 
further hardships due to inflation; 
"This government proposes: 

A. The «imposition of price con- 
trols on the necessities of life with 
an adequate subsidy program where 

j necessary; 

B. The prevention of a further 
increase in rents. 

C. Consultation with trade union 
leaders to devise an overall wage 
program which will permit m.i.-e 
effective action in holding the piice 
line, while assuring the workers of 
a fairer and more adequate share 
of the national income; 

D. Further reduction of Inflation- 
ary preassurea through 1) mone- 
tary action by the Bank of Canada 
to reduce bank credit; 2) to in- 

I crease corporation- taxes in the 
higher income brackets, and 3) im- 
position of a sharply graded excess 
profits tax." 

Speaker for the Parliament will 
be Prof. D. C. Corbett, a member 
ot the Commerce faculty, and fer- 



menta. The Steering Committee 
has drawn up a list of rules of 
order during the session, which 
Rive the Speaker full power to 
cease debate whenever he wishes, 
and to expel any members from the 
House. 

The C.C.F. will Introduce the Bill. 
The opposition will reply and be 
refuted from the Government; each 
party will then speak on the Bill, 
with an answer from the Govern- 
ment benches.. Mr. Coldwell will 
close the debate on the Bill. Then 
the House li>'open to questions from 
the floor; Murray Spiegel, chair- 
man of the ateerlng committee, in- 
vites Independents to speak dur- 
ing this question period. 

The invitation extended to Mr. 
Coldwell to attend this Parliament 
inaugurates a policy of inviting the 
national leader of Canada's political 
parties to be present when their 
parties take over as governments 
at various parliament*. It is hoped 
that Premier St. Laurent will be 
present at the parliament where 
the Liberal Club acts as govern- 
ment; George Drew, leader of the 
P.C's, and Tim Buck, leader of the 
L.P.P. Club will be extended simi- 
lar invitations. 

The proposed Bill will be put to 
a vote no later than 10 p.m. The 
steering committee has stated that 
a good turnout for the debate is 
essential, and has invited all stu- 
dents to participate.

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Foreign Policy Influenced Highlight Events 
By Ideologies - Fieldhouse To Be Covered 

In Old McGill

British foreign policy since 1815 
was the topic of an address given 
by Dean H. N. Fieldhouse to a 
combined meeting ot the McGill 
Historical Society and the RVC 
Historical Society last night at 
RVC. 

'Principles" of foreign policy; is 
not an exact term" Dean Fieldhouse 
explained first. He said that a ra- 
tionalization of national interests Is 
ottcn mistaken for a principle ot 
policy. He cited the case of Cecil's 
remark that 'battleships are de- 
fensive but submarines are offens- 
ive.- -He. may have.bc'én quite sin- 
cere, but his statement, intended as 
a principle, was certainly consist- 
ent with British interests. He also 
cited Russian, French and American 
examples, adding that few go as far 
as Taft's statement that "the cause 
of the United States is the cause 
ofjiumanlty." 

Dean Fieldhouse outlined five of 
the main interests of British for- 
eign policy, These were: interest 
In the low countries, preservation 
of the balance of power, main-

Gulf. He added that In the time of 
CBstlcraugh, the doctrine of non- 
intervention became the main pre- 
occupation of British policy. Castle- 
raugh believed that internal revolu- 
tions, regardless of . the Ideological 
iss tes involved, were not justifica- 
tion for British intervention. 

"Canning added the positive side 
to Castlcraugh's negative doctrine," 
Dcan^Fieldhouso continued. He in- 
troducèT : fhe~flëâ~of* de facto re- 
cognition of governments, the acid 
test for which was thé fact that they 
managed to survive. 

In the time of Palmcrston and 
Russel a new influence affected 
foreign policy in Britain. This was 
the humanitarian doctrine. The 
Whig-Liberal view of the time was 
that Britain should go to the aid ot 
the oppressed. Ever since then it 
has been a source of embarrass- 
ment to Britain that this pursuit of 
righteousness is rarely compatible 
with the pursuit of peace. The doc- 
trine worked well in the establish- 
ment of Belgium, and in Italy, but 
Britain came to grief over it In 
Poland and Schleswig Holstcin. 
where military power was more 
important than naval power. 

The war of 1914-18, Dean Field- 
house said, jvas caused immediately 
by the Belgian issue, but the in- 
direct causes were the need to pre- 
serve the balance of power, and 
the naval rivalries of Britain and 
Germany. Here again the interests 
of Britain and her humanitarian 
doctrines conflicted. 

A permanent condition of foreign 
policy in libcral-dcmocratlc coun- 
tries is the fact that their o.ulia- 
ments, which miist consent to the 
waging of War. arc influenced more 
by the immodiate presentation of 
the Issue than by the long-term 
causes. This point was stressed by 
Dean Fwldhouse. 

"In terms of the tested principles 
of foreign policy, Britain has suf- 
fered a national amnesia", he con-

The negative side, upheld by Bob 
Tate and Harold Ashenmll, won. 
i Nino Gualtieri and Marvin Game- 
. . roff were the speakers for the af- 
firmative while Isidore Yablon 
was in the chair and Tram Mal- 
colm Judged the debate. 

The affirmative attempted to 
point out the physical, social and 
cultural benefits derived from com- 
pulsory athletics. Nino Gualtieri 
stated that In the class room a stu- 
dent often studies the thoughts and 
ideas of others whereas on the play- 
ing field he reveals his essential 
and moral self. 

Bob Tate of the negative main- 
tained that athletics produce a 




sound mind and body only if a 
student enjoys them. 

"If compulsory athletics are re- 
guarded as a chore they tend to 
become a liability rather than' an 
asset," he said. 

Speakers for the affirmative as- 
serted that physical development 
was on an equal plana with mental 
development and that It was logical 
to continue this, in the form of 
athletics, into succeeding under- 
graduate years. 

Harold Ashenmil said, "Students 
come to university primarily to be 
educated." He went on to point out 
how compulsory athletics would 
hamper studies and the financial 
difficulties Involved, in expanding 
the existing system. 

In giving his decision judge Tram 
Malcolm said that, although the af- 
firmative were better speakers on 
the whole, the negative brought out 
the point and really proved that 
compulsory athletics' shouldn't be 
continued past first year.

He «aid that the McGill Nifcus 
committee, after considerable re- 
search, were unanimously in favour 
of the Lazure plan for an exchange 
with Russian students. 

"A letter has been sent to Mr. 
Syd Wax, Chairman of the Inter- 
national Affaira Commission ot 
N.F.C.U.S. at Toronto," Harbour 
continued, "urging him to instigate 
a nationwide referendum of Cana 
d'an students concerning the Soviet 
Exchange Issue." - 

A tentative list of plans for the 
coming year was drawn up at a 
meeting . of the Nifcus committee 
yesterday. First was all-out sup- 
port of the Lazure plan by the 
local committee. National Student 
day, November 17th coincides with 
a possible playoff at McGill, and 
the committee hopes to plan cele- 
brations accordingly. It Is hoped 
that McGill may unite with other 
Montreal universities, and with the 
students who may be here from 
Toronto, In the observation ot Stu- 
dent Day, the committee reported.

Varsity Bracken Trophy Stolen; 
Sent to Editors of The Manitoban 



Toronto.— (CUP)— The Bracken 
Trophy, tangible evidence of the 
Varsity's editorial excellence, has 
been awarded by persons unknown 
to The Manltoban. student news- 
paper of the University of Mani- 
toba In Winnipeg. 

The trophy, which was stolen 
from a display case' In The Varsity 
office tomctlmc over the Oct. 28-29 
week-end, was received in Winni- 
peg a week ago. 

Arrival of the trophy at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba was preceded 
by a' letter, not on Varsity station- 
ery but on a page with The Var- 
sity printed across the top, explain- 
ing that The Varsity had won the 
trophy the previous year, but felt 
that The Manltoban was more de- 
serving of it this year. The letter 
was presumably signed "Editor, The 
Varsity." 

The Manitoban received the 
trophy carefully wrapped in corru- 
gated cardboard and packed In old 
newspapers. The neatness of the 
wrapping' job impressed the editors 
of The Manitoban, who have re- 
ceived permission of The Vanity 



to retain the trophy for a few day*. 

The editors of The Manltoban 
have announced that they were 
greatly flattered when presented 
with the trophy, but felt that it 
should be returned to those who 
had earned it. 

The most likely reason 
Bracken Trophy being sent fi 
Toronto to Winnipeg is the fact that: 
the Varsity has reprinted several 
of The Manitoban's editorials and 
columns. 

When the trophy was stolen it 
was replaced by a Varsity editor!: 
complaining about the lack 
"Hell-raisins" on the University of 
Toronto's campus. The next issue 
of The Varsity carried an editorial 
challenging the culprits to return 
for the display case.

The question that should occupy the head- - 
nés in The Daily today, is not the passage 
of a nufnber of motions, but one asking whe- 
ther at least 300 students will turn up today 
to held the first Student Society meeting 
in over a year. 

Last year, an attempt was made twice 
to hold a meeting, but McGill students wére 
too uninterested to take a personal part in 
Student Government. 

As last year, the official part of the agen- 
da concerns a number of amendments to the 
constitution of the Students' Society. Most of- 
them aro routine and are merely concerned < 
with updating outmoded sections. 

In the process, the set-up will be made 
more democratic. Where formerly the head 
of the Students' Athletic Council, the highest 
of all-student governing bodies in athletics, 
was appointed, now he will be elected by the 
student body in general. The eligibility, how- 
ever, for this position will be limited, to en- 
sure that a person with previous executive 
experience in the athletics organizations is 
elected. 



At present, the chairman of the S.E.C. is 
à voting member of the S.A.C., and a proposed 
amendment would see the reverse true too. 
This would provide a greater liaison between 
the bodies and allow for an offieisl voire 'on 
the S.E.C. in the many issues that lire of 
mutual concern. 

In thé past, many reasons have been ad- 
vanced for the lack of attendance at these 
general meetings. Other than the fundamental 
one of general apathy were complaints that 
the meetings weren't interesting and that lec- 
tures would have to be missed. Thc&c specific 
excuses enrano longer be invoked. 

The University has consented to cancel 
lectures from two to three in the afternoon. 

Beside the constitutional amendments, 
there is an item of international concern and 
is discussed below, while another motion at- 
tempts to obtain a student opinion on the 
much debated issue of the Arts Building steps. 
As an added attraction, the winning raffle for 
the trip to Florida will be drawn. An in-" 
tereèting and important meeting awaits stud- 
ents.'

For McGill, a Crucial Decision 




Of more far-reaching significance than 
any other thing to be discussed at today's 
.'.meeting is the question of the visit of Soviet 
•.University -etudents to the various campi 
across Canada, ' 
Students here have had every opportunity 
, to examine the situation carefully and every 
point of view has been presented. Denis 
Lazure, the man who is probably more per- 
sonally concerned than any other in this 
affair, and who issued the invitation to the 
head of the Soviet University Students' Orga- 
nization, this summer in Europe, spoke here. 
Ever since the question arose at the X.F.C.U.S. 
Conference in September, The Daily has pre- 
sented the vigorous discussion that this ques- 
tion has provoked not only nt McGill but all 
âcross Canada. It is significant to note that 
of all the comment received by The Daily, the 
only dissenting opinions have been those from 
other universities. 

If this is truly the case, then it is a rlcar 
indication of the healthy state of thought here. 
For anyone who will take the trouble to think 
the issue through clearly must arrive at the 
same conclusion thai is indicated here. Any 



other decision is to Admit lack of confidence 
in our way of living and to indicatè what 
little effect it has had on our way of think- 
ing. ■■ '■ f ' ' ~ 1 

Whether they know it or not, the official 
decision of today's meeting will be a crucial 
one not only for McGill itself but for the other 
universities in Canada. Already the signs of 
change arc evident in some of the universities 
whose representatives, in September, opposed 

■ the move. At British Columbia, ari .exchange 
scheme has received the approval of both stu- 
dents and administration. From the Univer- 
sity of Montreal comes word that the students' 
rnuncil there is meeting to reconsider its nega- 
tive stand. Student newspapers at several uni- 
versities indicate that official opinion is, 
changing on this question and former dissen-' 
tors arc now in favour of the plan. The pen- 
dulum seems to swing the other way.

Student Forum 
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Neither Stubborn nor Gullible 



• It is rather a sad commentary on our times, 
that people are losing faith in what we call 
democracy. This is essentially what the Aca- 
dia Athenncuin is expressing when it says that 
we could not defend democracy before these 
"trained propagandists." 

Are we afraid that our way of life, our 
democracy, cannot stand up to scrutiny? If it 
can, then we have nothing to fear from any 
number of communists. But can il? Has our 
democracy got what it takes? Wc arc aware 
that the great democracy to tlw south of us 
is in danger of becoming a complete bureau- 
cracy, and is well on the way now. Wc see the 
weaknesses of our own governments, with their 
evidence of paternalism, lobbyism, etc., and 
wc quail before the onslaught of communist 
ideals, 

To be able to meet the communists, we 
must know what we believe in and be firm in 
our beliefs. To substantiate these beliefs we 
must Imve a working example of true demo- 
cracy, to demonstrate. If we have no faith in 
our own democracy, then wc are liable to the 
persuasion of almost any zealot in his cause. 
At present the communists form the most 
imminent dnngcr. 

Some of us who are Christians have ex- 
pressed somewhat, the snmc fear— that the 
communist influence will woo people away 
from Christianity. If Christianity loses any of 
its adherents, it will mean simply that* the 
spiritual hold of this religion has some weak 
point or points. 

Whether it be in the field of democracy 
or religion, wc must he resolute, and that 
which we believe in must be worthy of our 
faith. Communism cannot replare that which 
is basically sound, but it can make serious 
inroads where it finds weaknesses. Commun- 
ism will never destroy democracy, but it may 
destroy what, we arc calling democracy. Simi- 



larly, communi'm will never destroy funda- 
mental Christianity, hut it may destroy what 
we have given that name. Wc must indeed 
look into the situation seriously. Our intelli- 
gence tells us that we arc right, wc need a 
clearly -defined nnd virile democracy to fight 
for as opposed to a watered-down, uncertain 
one. 

Finally, wc must go through with this pro- 
posal to invite fifteen Russian students lo 
Canada. Already our wavering has cost us 
considerable, and if; we reject the idea, we 
admit defeat completely. This is the sort of 
uncertainty that communist propagandists 
make the most of. Wc must" meet these "de- 
legates'—for such they will be— with minds 
neither stubborn nor gullible, but open.

A. M. Klein: Canadian Author 



The circumscription forces an ex 
ploltatlon of the available nu- 
ances of language for the purpose 
•f accurate expression, reaulting 
at times In an almost Ciceronian 
rhetoric. And because of his In- 
sistence on semantic precision he 
also launches forward Into allu- 
sions beyond genersl English 
usage. The result la at tlmea so 
overpowering that the reader 
feels himself overwhelmed by the 
Imaginativeness, the sensuality, 
the Intricate arabesque convolu- 
tions of his style.

Mr, Kelln Is a lawyer, a poet 
and a Jew. From this combination 
Mr, Klein has produced a consider- 
able' amount of work In a strictly 
Jewish vein, within which lies 
much of his best work. However, I 
should like here, to comment on 
the poetry In his book, "The Rock- 
ing Chair" which Is primarily -an 
attempt to catch some of the es- 
sence of Quebec and of Montreal. 

He specifically tackles the sub- 
ject in such poems as 'The Rock- 
ing Chair, "The Cripples," "The 
Sisters of the Hotel Dieu." "The 
Sugaring." and "Montreal." In "The 
Rocking Chair" he drives a wedge 
of Insight into French Canadian 
family life, using the rocking chair 
as a vehicle. He begins, 
"It seconds the crickets of the 

province. Heard 
In the clean lampllt farmhouses 

of Quebec— 
wooden.-lt is no less a national 
bird." 

He has attempted to give both the 
spirit and the concrete experience 
as here. 

'Moved to the verandas on sum- 
mer Sundays, It Is, 
Sabbatical and clumsy, like the 

white haloes 
Dangling above the blue serge suits 
of the young men." 
There is in these poems a mix- 
ture of irony and faith, of satire 
and respect. He attempts to get at 
the essence rather than to persuade. 
In "For the Sisters of the Hotel 
Dieu" there appears the comparison 
of the holy sisters to "sate domes- 
tic fowl of the House of God" . . . 
Yet this potentially deprecatory 
Image Is balanced by the final epi- 
thet of "O plumage of Paradise." 
Vet in poems such as "Bread", 
Frlgidare". and "The Sugaring" he 
seems to lose his objectivity and In 
his attempt to elevate the more 
common objects, he merely inflates 
them instead. Thus bakers become 
"white Lévites at your altar'd 
ovens", the ice box becomes prac- 
tically a northern icefield, and 
sugar-maple trees become saints 
and martyrs from whose sacrifice 
there comes syrops, "Ichor of dulcl- 
tude." 

This use of unique and strik- 
ing imagery Is effective In such 
poems as "Grain Elevator" 
whereby the water-front eleva- 
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tors become Babylonian, exotic, 
and something greater than a pile, 
of cement. Too, It glvea some of 
the sombre atmosphere of Mont- 
real. Again In "Montreal," a. com- 
bination of English and French 
words explicitly Illustrates the 
dual nature or the city. How- 
ever, In "Snow shoes," a brilliant 
picture of color, of anow, and of 
energy, there is a tendency for 
the words to obscure the poem. 
And here, as elsewhere, there la 
some tendency to overwork the 
use of alliteration. An example of 
too much word juggling seems 
appsrent In "Frigidaire" where he 
speaks or "beaded bosoms or but- 
ter." Yet his use of words may 
result In a brilliant piece such as 
"The Lone Bather" where the 
city man, divested of his busi- 
ness clothes, realises himself both 
In body and spirit -while alone 
In a swimming pool. 1 
The portraits, such as "Hormldas 
Arcand" and "Monsieur Gaston" are 
sharp, with an ironical humour. 
These poems, particularly "Annual 
Banquet: ' Chambre de Commerce," 
lend to become a bit ragged and I 
feel that he is more effective and 
convincing when he deals with the 
more personal and less theoretical. 
However, it would be rewarding to 
compare his poem, "Université de 
Montreal," with the 18th century 
poem by Thomas Gray, "Ode on 
a Distant Prospect of Eton College." 
Mr. Klein has a way with words, 
he knows their potentialities, and 
he Is sensitive to the life around 
him to a considerable degree. Yet 
it seems that it Is but seldom 
that the technique and the con- 
tent are equally matched or 
fused. He appears at times to be 
over-anxious to bring out a ra- 
tional meaning. This Is apparent 
in "The Provinces." Nevertheless, 
he maintains a vital relationship 
with the life around him and Is 
an alive and valuable writer. It 
Is through such writers that we 
shall come to know ourselves and 
our country.

phases. When he is first heard from, 
he Is a brilliant young Talmudlc 
scholar; then he becomes an apos- 
tate and Cnmmunisi, and eventually 
after a number of years of silence, 
we- are told of his miraculous 
escape from the Nazis after being 
buried alive. It is this letter which 
starts Mr. Klein on his search first 
to the camp at Barl, then to Rome, 
Casablanca and finally Jerusalem. 

But Uncle Melech Is never seen 
in the flesh, only as a composite 
portrait painted by his friends. In 
Rome he is described by his friend 
Krongold: 

. . your Uncle hss one great 
passion; ideas. In his life they 
substitute for the woman he ne- 
ver married. But unfortunately 
he Is not In ideaa a monogamist. 
An Idea passes before him, It 
tlnds favour In his eye, he courts 
it: it la love. Finally he embraces 
it, the. idea turns to honeymoon 
Ideal, soon acquires domesticity, 
It Is a wife of an ides, and then— 
a new ones paases by, walking 
and mincing aa It goes, making 
a tinkling with the feet— and Da- 
vidson casts his eyes after that 
• • • 

Davidson Is, It is true, a phllan- 
direr of ideas, but to the basic one 
he remains fsithful: loyalty. He 
never leaves a besieged city, a 
wounded companion. Under no cir- 
cumstances would he go over to a 
majority . . ."
